Epitor StasparD :— The Iast mail bas 
brought.us the news from Ottawa of the 
appointinent of Captain Hougbtoo as Deput 
Adjutant-General for the Province ot Britieb 
Columbia ; it bas taken many Victorians by 
surprise. The appoiutment of a man to 60 
important a position ‘who bad sever gives 
évidence of bis qualification for the position 
and whose military career con only be tre 
through the short period of thirty-six calendar 
months in a Line Regiment, cun scarcely make 
bim competent to drill a squad of recruits io 
the ordinary ‘goose step. No wonder then I 
say that the appointment has tak o Victor~ 
inns by surprise. His political career is still 
more brief; be was nominated Inst fall upon 
an emergency to represent the ¥ale-Kootenay 
district in the Canadian Parliament, and 
elected to fil! the office bytwo votes. In two 
months afterwards, he was advised of the re- 
sult,without the slightest exertion on bis own 
part. This was the first that was ever known 
of Captain Houghton in the p ‘litical world 
of Rritiah Columbia, who had struggled for 
her independence for many & long year, but 
to cap the climax when be arrived at Ottawa 
he seeks for office and uses bis little brief 
authority to obtain it. Now there is nothing 
so bumiliating to. the mind of a pa:riotic 
statesman as to frel that by some pressare or 
snother, a government is compelled to yield 
to demands such as those of Captain Hough- 
ton, and billet him upon his first appearance 
in Parlinment, without political or military 
record in this country,—and a single man 
also,—furtber deponent sayeth not. It appears 
that there were two appliennte from this 
Province for the office,—Capteia George 
McCartney of the 100th Regiment ot Fovt, 
was sn applicant. Captain McCartney hed 
various offices of public trast in Cunada since 
1837; ig that year he held a commission in 
the Canadian volunteers, and was one of the 
fifty that volunteered to cut oat the celebrated 
“Caroline,” and for services rendered in the 
Militia of Canada, was by special Gazette 
made Major, and subsequently promoted by 
the Queen upon the special recommendation 
of the Governor-General of Qanada to be 
Captain in the 100th Regiment, or Prince of 
Wales Royal Canadian Regiment, whieh post 
be held for 14 years, until he retired upon 
temporary half-pay, with a view of obtaining 
employment in the militia of the Dominion ; 
and while serving in the army, obtained the 
highest certificate at the School of Musketry 
at Hythe, upon which be was appointed by 
the Duke of Cambridge, Instructor of Mus- 
ketry to the 8th Depot Battatlion in England. 
The parallel between these two applicants is 
very wide; besides Cap'ain McCartney is a 
gentleman, with « family which would be an 
acquisition to the Provinee. A sbort time 
since I perused with great eagerness the 
report of the Adjutant-General of 
Canada, and was favorabiy impressed with 
it; out I must now confess if the Minister of 
Militia and Defence of this Dominion, Sir 
George E. Cartier—tbhe just pride of whose 
life is bis grand military organization,requires 
no more qualifieation fora Deputy Adjutast 
General, than that possessed by the one just 
appointed for this Province, bis great military 
policy will become an utter failure, and a pit 
fall for the youths of the country. Sir 
George should never forget that there are 
none so fit for the army as a thorough soldier.
